The Cause of Ireland. 
New York, October 5tb.—Justin McCar­ 
thy's address on the canse of Ireland in tbe 
Academy of Music last night was a notable 
event. Every door of the building was be­ 
sieged by an eager crowd, aud the police 
had to be called to prevent an accident. 
Outside of the Academy resembled a huge 
beehive. When McCarthy was introduced 
by Mayor Grace he was greeted with deaf­ 
ening cheers and shouts. In the course of 
his remarks he said: "The Irish people 
are marked out by the sea and ocean as 
distinctly national. We ask that they shall 
be allowed to govern themselves. Is this 
unreasonable? On that principle tbe 
American republic has been conducted 
and has advanced to a magnificent and en­ 
during success. Ireland has, for century 
after century, demanded the right of self­ 
government, Any English statesman who 
thinks he can reconcile Ireland to the ex­ 


isting state of affairs will have to extermi 
nate the whole Irish race before he can 
boast of having done so. We make the 
claim for local self-government. Ours is 
not a selfish demand. It should have the 
support of all the bread-winners, of all 
weak and oppressed over the civilized 
world. We want to be at peace with our 
English, Scotch and Welsh brethren in 
those two islands, one of which we want to 
occupy peacefully ourselves. We ask only 
for the birthright of civilized men."

BlcnsiOND (Va.). October 5th.—General 
Worthy Foreman Griffith called the second 
session of the Knights of Labor Conven­ 
tion to order this morning in the absence 
of Powdcrly, who was detained at his hotel 
by business.

K n ssia n J o u r n a ls D iscu ss th e B u lg a ria n 
Question. 
St. Petebshueg. October 5th.—The Jour­ 
nal ele St. Feterilnny, commenting on the 
British foreign policy, as outlined by Lord 
Randolph Churchill in his Da-tford speech 
last Saturday, says: "Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s speech may encourage Irish 
and Hindoos; or, if F.nglish solicitude for 
oppressed people is only an article for ex­ 
port, it may be an advantage in Egypt. 
England's present interests in the union of 
the two Holgarías is a strange commentary 
on Lord Beaconfield’s action in cutting the 
principality in two. Greece will think 
England's tenderness toward the Balkan 
States must be intermittent, and not gen­ 
eral. The Sultan will find difficulty in 
reconciling Lord Randolph Churchill's pol­ 
icy with the Tory solicitude for the 
integrity of Turkey. 
Lord Randolph 
Churchill's distinction between peaceable 
and aggressive powers is very original. 
What power a year ago provoked a revolu­ 
tion and war in the Balkans, and which 
powers stilled the germs of the conflagra­ 
tion ? England having resolved to main­ 
tain tiie entente cordiale, and to peaceably 
settle all international difficulties, the 
Journal hopes she will second Russia's 
efforts in Bulgaria, which have the same 
object, especially at this critical moment, 
when everything is upside down, and when 
the country is under tlie regime of cow;» 
d etats and revolutionary adventurers who 
have for many years demoralized it. To 
give carte blanche to a band of agitators, 
with force at their disposal, which they 
abuse: 
to allow them to commit 
acts of violence, under the guise of 
legal judgment, upon persons who do 
not happen to belong to their party: 
to 
allow 
these 
men 
to convoke 
electors suffering under tbis regime of mili­ 
tary force, terror and the cudgel; to enable 
the Assembly to meet and sanction their 
misdeeds—this cannot be precisely the 
English Cabinet'* dreams of conciliation. 
Russia's sole object is to preserve Bulgaria 
from these deplorable contingencies, and 
allow the excited passions of the country 
time to subside, and give the people a 
chance to choose freely, and with mature 
judgment, delegates who will make known 
the country's true wishes. Since this work 
of pacification corresponds with all inter­ 
ests, except those of the dictators who have 
seized aud wish to retain power, we con­ 
sider Lord Randolph Churchill's co-opera­ 
tion assured, and we sincerely rejoice at it.” 
The Some Yrenvja says: “ Negotiations 
between General Kaulbars and the body 
falsely called the Bulgarian Government 
could have no formal character. It was 
only natural that that Government not 
having accepted his advice General Kaul­ 
bars should leave Sofia and address himself 
directly to the Bulgarian people throughout 
their country. A national movement iu 
Bulgaria in favor of the Russian pro­ 
gramme lias already begun among the class 
whose identification with such a move­ 
ment might have been least expected— 
namely, tbe Bulgarian army. In proof of 
this, we need only refer to the reported 
declaration of the garrison nt Sbumla in 
support of General Kaulbars' demands.”

Home asnseru- 
pulous and envious person, whose object 
appears to be to distort the truth with in­ 
tention of injuring me, regardless of the 
just praise due the troops for their extraor­ 
dinary serv(ct-c in achieving permanent 
peace in the Southwest. Many of the state­ 
ments are entirely devoid of truth,.

the surrender of Gerónimo and the 
other hostiles was other than the result of 
the gallant and arduo:» operations of the- 
troops iu the field is simply childish. One 
might imagine, from reading some of the 
statements made, that the red-handed 
Apaches have been all summer trying 
to get tip a cheap-rate excursion to 
the yellow fever districts of Florida. Surely 
no intelligent man would believe that the 
Attaches who have been roaming over this 
mountainous region for generations, mas­ 
ters of the situation, would have thrown 
down their arms, sacrificed their prosper­ 
ity. surrendered their liberty, accepted per­ 
petual banishment from their native coun­ 
try and placed themselves and their fami­ 
lies at the mercy of the Government, un­ 
less they had been subjugated by the mili­ 
tary forces. The mildest punishment evi­ 
dently in store for them far exceeds in 
severity tbat ever before inflicted upon any­ 
body of Indians in tbis country.’’

If every man in northern and Central 
California ai the head of a home could be 
made to-morrow to feel a deep sense of in­ 
dividual responsibility, to realize the im­ 
portance of “ I, John Smith,” in this mat­ 
ter, we should have such an otitput of 
energy, such well directed effort, such 
union and organization the next day. that 
inside of a quarter the continent would 
ring with our proselyting. 
To the utmost of its ability thcliKcoKi)- 
U nion will labor to awaken the people to 
this sense of personal responsibility, this 
right idea that every man in every com­ 
munity in all this magnificent heritage 
owes his community something of time 
and energy and self-sacrifice in advancing 
the possibilities of northern and Central 
California. 
We believe that there ought 
to be live, vigorous county and township 
and town and city immigration organiza­ 
tions formed where not now existing, and 
that into the nostrils of those already formed 
there should be breathed new life. 
V ith what has ligen done before us, with 
the colonies, the booming, the talking, the 
printing and publishing, and what the 
vulgarians would term “the whooping up,” 
of our friends in the south, we of the 
north will be guilty of more than negli­ 
gence, and deserve more than reproach, if 
we do not profit by their experience, and use 
the gifts the gods have given us at once, 
vigorously and continuously.

Lieutenant W. A. Glassford, of the Signal Service Department, has issued tbe fol­ 
lowing special bulletin for September, 1886: 
Rainfall—The September precipitation has been less than usual, except a slight excess 
in tlie neighborhood of Puget Sound. 
From eighty-four telegraphic reporting stations 
in California, San Francisco, Oakland aud Las Gatos are tbe only ones that report any 
rainfall, which occurred on tbe 30th. 
Itain occurred in Washington Territory on tbe 1st 
to 5th, 14th, 16th and 21st to 25th ; in Oregon, tbe 2d to 5th, 22d, 23d and 25th. 
Temperature—The mean temperature has been above the average in Oregon, western 
Washington Territory and the extreme northern portion of California, except on the im­ 
mediate shore line, where it has been normal. 
In California, from Sacramento south­ 
ward, the average has been Io to 2° below the normal. 
Periods of high temperature 
occurred in Washington Territory on the 1st, and 7th to 12th ; in Oregon, on the 1st. 7th 
to 11th, and 18th to 20th ; in northern California, from 7th to lltb , and 18th to 21st; and 
in southern California during the 10th to 13th. 
In San Francisco the maximum temper­ 
ature, 94° on the 8th, was 2° higher than any previous September record. 
Frosts—The first frosts of tbe season were reported in Nevada on theótb, Idaho on the 
6tb, northeastern California on the 24th, and in Oregon and Washington Territory on 
the 27th and 28th. 
A norther occurred in the Sacramento valley on the 5th. 
Anti-clyclonic areas overlay Washington Territory and Oregon from the 5th to 10th, 
and 26th to 28th, the latter being characterized by such intensity as to change the sum­ 
mer pressure conditions to that usual during the rainy season. 
SERGEANT BARWICK's REPORT. 
The average temperature for September during the past thirty-three years is 68.7°; 
tbe average temperature for September, 1886, is 67.9°, or about .8° below the average. 
This month has been one of the calmest ever known in the past ten years, the greatest 
monthly velocity being 4,847 miles, in 1884. This month, therefore, is 1,483 miles short 
of tbe satue month in Í884. Tbe average monthly velocity for ten years past is 4,040. 
This month is 670 miles less than the average of ten years, although the highest hourly 
velocity ever attained in September occurred this year, except 1884, when it was 27 miles 
against 26 miles this year. 
This is the first time in four years that no rain has fallen in September. 
The number of cleai days was 30 ; the usual average is about 26. The month was an 
exceptionally pleasant and fine one. 
September, 1853, was the warmest, its average temperature being 76°, while the coldest 
was in 1875, when its mean temperature was 55.7°, or a difference of 20° between the 
average of the coldest and warmest September. 
A brief summary of the weather for September, 1886, will be found to accompany this 
comparative meteorological table:

FLY 
FISHING 
FOR 
SALMON. 


P rin c e ly S port for A n g lers A m ong T w eu- 
ty-five P o u u d ers o f G am iest K ind. 
A correspondent writing to an Eastern 
journal, from Daihousie, New Brunswick, 
thus speaks of salmon fishing on the 
Restigouche river, from which place the 
salmon for the New York markets were 
supplied, prior to the shipments in refriger­ 
ator cars from this coast: 
Salmon fishing chiefly distinguishes the 
Restigouche country so far as the outside 
world is concerned. 
A two-handled rod 
of green heart joints spliced together, if 
made in New Brunswick, a heavy reel hold­ 
ing 100 yards of silk line, a leader or cast- 
line of gut. double or single, a fly and a 
birch-bark canoe paddled by two men. 
form the angler's equipment. Stay! one 
thing more—permission to fish—is neces­ 
sary ; for salmon waters are as carefully 
mapped 
out 
and 
guarded 
against 
trespass 
as 
valuable 
real 
estate. 
Formerly the Government claimed 
tbe 
waters, and leased them, regardless of 
tbe riparian owners, until the latter obtain­ 
ed their rights in the Courts. Now some ang­ 
lers purchase the land along rivers, as has 
beet) done by the Restigouche Club; others 
lease the water from farmers from year to 
year; and others pay a daily fee to the 
owners of pools for the privilege of fishing. 
The river, which has a steep descent, con­ 
sists of pools, in which the water may be 
twenty feet deep or more, separate! by 
shallow rapids. On the latter, on gravelly 
bars, the salmon lie at night, and there the 
poachers were wont to seek them with 
torch and spear before the river was so 
closely patrolled by fish wardens as at 
present. 
At daybreak the fish are back In 
tbe pools, and thither the angler comes, 
anchoring bis canoe below the rapids and 
whipping the water on every 
side in 
gradually lengthened casts. 
A swirl, a 
heavy tug, answered by the scream of tbe 
reel, 
and 
a 
contest 
begins 
which 
may 
last 
an 
hour. 
Up 
comes the 
anchor, and the canoe is paddled after the 
maddened fish. Now the salmon breaks 
water, leaping three feet in tlie air, and fall­ 
ing with a splash that wakes the echoes. 
Again there comes a wild rush, which ends 
only in the pool below. Outwardly calm 
through all the excitement of the battle, 
the angler holds his rod firmly, point 
well 
up, 
that 
he may bring all the 
strain 
Dossible to bear, and reels in 
line whenever he can, keeping every­ 
thing taut and steady, whether the fish be 
sulking at the bottom, viciously worrying 
the hook, or cleaving the water with the 
swiftness of seemingly unabated powers. 
At last the struggles grow weaker, and 
the canoemen choose a favorable besch 
for 
landing 
the 
lisb. 
The 
angler 
steps out 
cautiously, and guides 
his 
salmon into shallow water and within 
reach of tbe fatal gaff. 
There is no more 
thrilling sport for the aDgler, none likelier 
to stir the blood of those who denounce 
angling as miscalled “the gentle craft.” 
It 
is an embodiment of nerve and muscle and 
cunning, as well as of beauty, with which 
t e angler deals who holds a twenty-five 
pound salmon by delicate strands of silk 
and gut. 
The tight is a fair one. 
The 
stirring sight of a salmon curving through 
tbe air, the silvery body writhing and glis­ 
tening in the sunlight, will overcome the 
most rigid scruples and arouse the most in­ 
different spectator. Surely this ¡3 lietter 
than the miserable, lingering death by 
strangulation which the salmon meets 
with in the nets. 


Startling if True. 
ft will lie remembered that some tiiue 
past a little girl was lost by her parents at 
á Sunday-school picnic, near Shell Mound, 
and that she was never yet. restored to 
them.

The gentle­ 
man from Campo Saco Ravine says that it 
is only a clue, hut the actions of the China­ 
man are suspicious, as the cloth tied about 
bis hand was removed and thrown into the 
tules, where it was found next morning. 
The detective was in Antioch Monday 
night disguised as a Chinaman, and as he 
speaks the language very fluently he found 
that there was a Chinese camp in the tules 
near Sand Mound Slongh wl^ere the China­ 
men say they are catching small fish for 
bait. 
He went there as an itinerant Chi­ 
nese peddler, and learned that a Chinaman 
had gone away tlie day before with a sort 
of ark that he lived in, hut where he had 
gone was not known. 
His home, he

T h e C him ney Too L aw . 


We have often found the chimney lewer than the ad­ 
joining building; the kitchen being one-storv, while the 
balance of the house was two stories or more, causing the 
wind, in coming over the taller portion, to blow down the 
chimney, aud on two occasions we have found, added to this 
fault, a large tree overhanging the chimney, thus choking 
the draft.

LOCAL ^INTELLIGENCE. 


W hite Bam. 
It. D. Cooper, while fishing with a net at 
Fisherman's Lake Monday night, caught 
two fine white bass, in splendid condition 
and weighing about one an<V one-half 
pounds each. These are the first fish of 
the species that have been caught in this 
section of the State, so far as we are aware, 
and are of the lot imported by the Fish 
Commissioners several years ago and 
planted in several of the streams near the 
Bay, from whence they evidently made 
their way to where they were caught dur­ 
ing the high water last winter. They are 
on exhibition at George C. Cooper’s market, 
X street, between Fifth and Sixth, where 
they yesterday attracted much attention. 
There are eleven varieties of bass, the black 
bass and rock bass, of fresh water, being 
those with which the public are most fa­ 
miliar. The white bass, sometimes called 
white perch, is peculiar to Lake Erie and 
the upper lakes, and is very abundant in 
them. In color it is a light olive above, 
and silvery white 011 the sides and belly, 
with numerous longitudinal dark lines, the 
number varying in dill'erent specimens. It 
is an excellent fish on the table, and a bold, 
voracious biter. If there is one fish more 
than another that the angler would desire 
to find in great number in the waters of 
California, in addition to those we now 
have, it i* the bass, and the finding of the 
two referred to in this vicinity will cause 
Sacramento lovers of the “ gentle sport ” to 
hope that in a few years the fish will have 
increased to as great an extent as have the 
shad and carp, with which the Sacramento 
and its tributaries are now well filled. 
Headed OÍT From the Hatchery. 
Judging from the following item, found 
in the Fall River M ail, the salmon are 
having trouble in the upper Sacramento, as 
well as in the lower river and bays: “ It 
was only a few days ago that we noticed in 
the Red Bluff papers that salmon in liberal 
numbers were running the Sacramento by 
that-place, but as yet none have reached 
the hatcheries, for which failure there must 
be a legitimate cause. The best solution is 
the theory that the big drive of sawlogs 
which is on its way to Redding has pre­ 
vented the up-stream progress of the fish. 
This is certainly plausible, for the natural 
home of the salmon is on the rillles, and on 
these is where the logs lodge, at times pre­ 
venting :he passage of even a minnow. 
Another fact is apparent, that fish will not 
attempt to pass beneath a jam of timber 
even in deep water, and. together with the 
blasting occurring on the river, it is not 
strange that the headways and tributaries 
of the Sacramento are devoid of this migra­ 
tory tribe of food fish.”

Yuen, against whom there were two 
charges of assault to murder, he having 
shot two of his fellow countrymen some 
months ago. during an excitement relative 
to the wages to be paid hop-pickers, was 
taken up. After taking a portion of the 
testimony, the further bearing was eentin- 
ued until this morning’s session. 
State Prison Directors. 
The Board of Prison Directors' met at 
the State Prison at Folsom at 8 r. m . Mon­ 
day. all the members present. Several ap­ 
plications for recommendation to Execu­ 
tive clemency were listened to, including 
one in favor of Robert Rae, alias “ Rebel 
George,’’ sentenced from Sacramento 
county tor ten years. Mrs. Rae, for whom, 
it will be recollected, much sympathy was 
expressed at the time of his trial, pleaded 
before the Board in his favor, and with 
such success that it was decided to recom­ 
mend a commutation of sentence to six 
years' imprisonment. Rev. E. Graham, of 
Chico, appeared and made a pica in favor 
of IV. F. Morrison, whose family is af­ 
flicted with insanity. On the showing 
made in favor of William Dunlap, a reduc­ 
tion of his term of imprisonment to six 
and on e-quarter years will be recommended.

WHEREAS, T1JE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-stith 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER OSE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United Stares, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby d*iclaied to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and sueh as may belong to 
the United ¿taíes, this State, or any countv or 
municipal corporation within this Slate, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed arid taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided* in Seciioa Ten ot this article; and, 
provided farther, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this btate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, m lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to 1k>iia fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. S. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer In this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting fortn specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as aefined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
fiist Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district iii which it is situated, iu the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer sn annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurteuauces, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. 'All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
P 
receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually. 
efore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
aud declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations os may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this state, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof 9hall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wnolly 
within this State. ^ 
Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within thw 
State aud partly without this cítate, wbich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bean to**he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been maae. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thos obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of sueh railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 


shall become part 
State, and two thirls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties, lor the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any eorpo- 


_________ provided.________I______ 
come due. or within thirty «lays thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this state. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as tho Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be sobiect to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors oí the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same os other prop 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far a& they are situated 
withiu the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the samo as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything In this article to 
the contrary notwithfetaading. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persona, corporations, joint stock 
essociations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such eases and amounts an d in such 
manner as shall bo prescribed br 'aw. No Court 
within this State shall have powe*. by Amono 


delay the collection of any tax lairf 'inder the 
form of law, except upon a ehowL that the 
same property has been taxed more than onee 
for the same purpose in the same \ear, aud then 
onl; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, oí a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. A11 such actions 
must be commenced withiu thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adoption of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
aud payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, aud shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, T h e r e fo r e, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution oí the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1S83,’’ the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, hr e 
qualified electors of theSt ate on 
Tuesday, November 2,1886. 
The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,’’ and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,’’ or the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 
And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of auy and 
every person violating any oí the provisions of 
Title IV., Part 1, of the Penal Code; such rewards 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of tea 
thousand dollars.
